Since the beginning of the war in 1939 thes prortunitics for emigration 
decreased steadily and, on the other hand, sp rt fron the German people's 
living space, its economic sphere increased stendily so that today in view 
of the grent number of Jews residing in these territories, their complete 
elimination is no longer possible by a:igretion. Since even our next

How cen it be contended that the members of the 55, and particularly 
of the Waffen SS, were merely soldiers - soldiers who had no knowledge i 
end took no part in these crimes?

Always it is said that those 33 
men were something special, members of the SD or some other particular 
brench, members of the SS who had been drafted away to serve with specia 
units such as the Einsatz Commandos, members of the SS who were not 
really S3 men at all but doctors or police.
